Calgary Tribune: A party of twelve

slightest extent exaggerated. Every green 
thing that the drought spared the grass- 
hoppers are eating up. Cereals will be less 
than halfan average crop; hay isa total 
failure and there is practically no feed forthe 
cattle next winter. Farmers are almost in 
despair at the gloomy outlook.

THE ARMY SCHEME 


This is the explanation the Canadian 
(Gazette (London) makes of General Booth’s 
colonization scheme : 

The plan which the Army authorities have 
submitted to the Doninion Government 
lacks nothing in courage. They ask for a 
tract of land to be made over to the “Gen- 
eral” in teust for the Army, such land to 
revert to the Government should it ever be 
devoted to any uses other than those speci- 
fied in the agreement which the Government 
might see fit to make. We do not quite 
know where such a tract of Gevernment 
land is to be found under the system of al- 
ternate Government and railway or company 
sections adopted on the prairie. They also 
ask for a bonus of so much a head on suit- 
able immigrants, a loan being made to the 
Army to be repaid by the number of respon- 
sible and fit settlers bronght to Canada. The 
Army would put £125,000 into the scheme 
at the very start and $25,000 a year for sev- 
eral years after. Says the ““Commandant” : 

“Not only would immi ts be sent out 
by the Army from Eng , hundreds of 
families in the United States, in Australia, 
in Scandimavia and all over the world who 
have been brought ander the influence of the 
Army, and who do not require financial ass- 
istance, would flock to Canada to live, work 
die, and be buried in a colony which was be- 
ing operated by their brethren of the Salva- 
tion Army. [toes the government of Uanada 
want men * Here then us a grand chance to 
get them, and to get the very best and most 
suitable ones. I know there are some people 
who say ‘ Ub but we want practical English 
farmers who have £200 or £300 in their 


pockets to come and settle in our North. 


west.’ I daresay ; a very laudble wish, but 


I tell you, you are not going to get many of 
them. When a man hasa comfortable home 
in England and has spent his life in scraping 
together £200 or £250, he is not going to 
leave everything and come out to a strange 
country and invest what he has labored so 
hard for among strangers, and really begin 
life over again.”
